MOORE IS KILLED 
IN AUTO ACCIDENT 


Member of State Legisla- 
ture: From Sparta Meets 
Instant Death When 
Car Turns Over at Had- 
dock, Ga. 


Macon, Ga., November 20.—(Spe- 
cial.) —Judge Wellborne Moore, 
of Sparta, a member of thé state 
legislature and widely known in 
political cireles throughout the 
state, wag instantly killed between 
6:30 and 7 o’clock tonight when his 
automobile turned over one mile out 
of Haddock, Ga. 

Judge Moore was driving from 
Macon en route to Sparta and just 
out of Haddock, which is thirteen 
miles from Milledgeville, Judge 
Moore’s car struck a wagon and 
buggy driven by some negroes and 
turned over, instantly killing him. | 

No one else was hurt in the acci- 
dent, ft ss reported here. 

A woman, who was in the oar 
with Judge Moore at the time of the 
accident, Miss Ocona Bradley, of Ma- 


accident and said she was coming 
back to Macon to kill herself. When 
the car reached Macon, she jumped 
out, sNouting™e the driver slie was 
going to commit suicide. 


The police were notified and took 
her-in charge, placing her in the 


Macon hospital, where she was be- 
ing kept under observation to pre- 
vent her carrying out her threat. 

State School Supervisor M kh. 
Duggan and Harrold Tanner, of Mil: 
ledgeville, who were also coming 
from Macon over the same rout 
stated Judge Moore’s car passed 
their auto going at a rather rapid 
rate. Soon after this, they state, 
they drove up to the scene of the 
accident and aided in securing at- 
tention for the dead man. . 

Ja@dge Moore had béen judge of 
the city court of Spara for twelve 
years and was 48 years old. He is 
said to be a very wealthy man, his 
estate being valued at a quarter of 
a million dollars. He was a prom- 
inent Shriner.

IMPERATOR LOST 
BY UNITED STATES 


Giant German Liner Will 
Be at Once Tendered to 
Great Britain by the 

‘United States Shipping 
Board.

Washington, November 20.—Set- 

tlement of the controversy over dia- 
position of the German liner Im- 
perator was indicated tonight by 
shipping board officials, who in- 
timated the ship would be tendered 
immediately to Great Britain. 
. Action with regard to the seven 
other German steamers in the same 
status had not been determined, it 
was said. It will depend, it was 
indicated, on final disposition of the 
tankers under the German flag, but 
American owned, now held in the 
Firth of Forth by direction of the 
supreme council. 

The Imperator and the. other seven 
ships were allocated to the United 
States after the armistice and were 
used to transport American troops 
from overseas. Great Britain had 
expected to obtain them when they 
had completed this service and the 


Cunard tine had made all arrange- 
ments for placing the L[mperator in 
the New York-Southampton passen- 
ger service. 

When the war department had 
finished with the shipg it turned 
them.over to the shipping bvard, 
which refused to surrender them to 
the British miristry of shipping at 
New York. While officials made 
no explanation the general! under- 
Standing was that this action re- 
sulted fr: the decision of the al- 
lied naval armistice commission or- 
dering the American vwnhned ; tank 
steamers of German registry to be 
delivered at the Firth of For for 
allocation to Great Britain, France. 
Italy and Belgium. 

Recently the supreme. council at 
Paris directed that the tankers be 
held in British waters under the 
guardianship of Great Britain until 
a decision as to their final dispo- 
sition had been reached. 

Shipping board officials would not 
give their reasons for offering the 
{mperator to Great Britain at this 
time. This ship and the Leviathan 
are the largest afloat, @ it was 
announced some time ago that plans 
were being; made for her = ait 
in the transatiantic freight and pas-.

Miners Turn Down Proposal. 

President Lewis, of the mine 
workers, after the close ofthe long 
session today, said he considered 
that the operators’ proposal had 
“contributed nothing to the settile- 
ment of the difficulties,” but at the 
same time indicated the miners 
were preparing tu come down 4a 
degree in their demands for @ six- 
hour day and a 60 per céné in- 
crease, as 

“The operators are proposing 
something that they know can’t be 
accepted,” he said. “The increase 
they would give they simultaneous- 
ly arrange to take back in increased 
charges to miners for supplies. Then 
they haven’t talked the question of 
hours at all. It isn’t necessary to 
take up the six-hour proposal. We 
have many of our men who work 
nine and ten hours a day under: 
present conditions, because the 
present eight-hour day in many 
mines is merely a basic theory, and 
not an actual fact.” 

Thomas T. Brewster, chairman of 
the operators’ scale committee, re- 
fused to discuss the pruceedingg, 
but the compromise offer made by 
the operators was outlined more 
fully by his associates. 

The proposed wage advances are 
the absolute maximum to be of- 
fered, W. T. Guthrie, member of the 
operators’ wage scale committee, 
representing western Pennsyiva- 
nia, and George B. Harrington, of 
Illinois, spokesman for the opera- 
tors, said. Failure on the part of 
the miners to accept the pruposition 
would méan mediati by the gov- 
ernment, Guthrie sa 

Would Increase ‘Coal Price. 

They estimated that tHe price of 
coal at the time it leaves the mines 
would be increased from 35 to 40 
cents per ton as a result of the of- 
fered advances, but declined to 
speculate as to how much might be j 
added by middlemen before the coal ' 
reaches the consumer. 

The position taken by the oper- 
ators’ representatives was that 
their offer was strictly in line with 
the statement of Secretary of ‘Labor } 
Wilson and Fuel Administration 
Garfield. Dr. Garfield's data, sub- 
mitted to the wage scale commit- 
tees on Wednesday, they said. 
showed there was little profit left 
to the operators in the “margin” of 
46 cents on each ‘ton of coal, and 
that any wage advances must be 
absorbed in increased prices of fuel. 
Likewise, they pointed out, Dr. 
Garfield made it clear that a big | 
increase in coal prices would not be

Senator Borah, republican, 
Idaho, has announced in the senate 
on two occasions that unless his 
party declares against the treaty 
he will part company with it. 


Underwood's Agzressive Stand. 


Senator Underwood was one of 
those who took an aggressive stand 
in last night’s debate, challenging 
the republicans, who stood solidly 
united on most of the roll calls, to 
take the issue into the campaign. 

“Let a great political party, and 
the republican party has been 42 
fZreat party in this country, go be- 
fore the country with a stimulated 
issue of this kind and there is no 
question as to what will be ‘the 
verdict of the people,” he declared. 
“T am not fearful that it will be 
misunderstood by the American 
people. They know who stand for 
ratification of this treaty of peace 
and who wish to destroy it.” 

“If those on the other side of the 
chamber are agreed to accept such a 
thine as that,” replied Senator 
Harding, republican, Ohio, “well and 
good. If you are determined that 
a minority of the senate shall fol- 
low teh sme ‘blind insistence that 
characterized the action of the exe- 
cutive--in negotiating, I warn you 
now you are certan to go down 
in defeat. I welcome the moment 
when we can go to the people of 
the United States on the issue.” 


No formal expression came today 
from the mild reservation republic- 
ans, thouch it was said for them that 
they would be willing to talk com- 
promise so long as the reservations 
framed by the senate majority were 
not impafred., 

As an alternate to consideration of 
the treaty with Germany at the be- 
ginning of the new session, it has 
been suggested that the treaty with 
Austria, which also contains the 
covenant of the league of nations, 
but does not refer to the debated 
Shantung settlement, might be sub- 
mitted and pressed for ratification. 
That would raise in a new way 
many, but not all, of the issues in- 
volved in the fight over the German 
treaty, and some senators believe an 
understanding might be reached 
making the way easier for the lat- 
ter.

No Separate Peace. 


Although it is understood there is 
no present intention of attempting 
to negotiate a separate peace with 
Germany, officials have considered 
that an ultimate possibility should 
the present treaty be definitely re- 
jected. In that connection some of- 
ficials hold that the provisions of 
this latter agreement, already ac- 
cepted as between Germany and four 
of the great powers, require the 
Berlin government to submit to the 
league of nations for approval any 
treaty made in future. 

They interpret this clause as ap- 
plying to any separate treaty the 
United States now might propose to 
Germany, although, of course, the 
stipulation would not be~binding on 
the side of this country. 

“I do not agree,” said Senator 
Hitchcock in his statement today, 
“with the proposition that the treaty 
is dead. To my mind the senate is 
now in deadlock over the treaty. It 
voted on three distinct propositions 
of ratification. 

“Scanning these votes and taking 
into account senators who were 
paired, it appeared that only fifteen

“In my opinion, if the president 
sends the treaty back to the senate 
in December it will be possible out 
of the eighty senators who voted 
for ratification in some form to find 
sixty-four senators who will agree 
upon a compromise. 

“Heretofore the 
sentiment and pressure of this coun- 
try has been in favor of ratification. 
From now on I believe that the sen- 
timent of this country will be for 
compromise. In my opinion public 
sentiment will not tolerate a condi- 
tion in which longer delay is sure 
to ripen into disaster. 

“It is unfortunate that in the past 
the eighty senators who believe in 
the treaty in some form have not 
been able to negotiate among 
themselves on reservations in some 
form. Those two camps must now 
come together and must be freed 
from the dictation and influence of 
senators who are opposed to the 
treaty in any form. Those senators 
have had entirely too much voice in 
formulating the reservations.” 


May Declare War at End. 


Should the president fail to re- 
submit the pact promptly when con- 
gress reassembles, it was believed 


the republican leaders would with- 
out delay take up Senator Lodge's 
resolution, introduced last night aft- 
er the treaty had failed of rati- 
fication, proposing that congress de- 
clare concurrence by the house. On 
this question there also is a divi- 
sion of Opinion, democratic leaders 
holding that such a resolution 
would have to be approved by the 
president to become effective and 
republicans holding that presiden- 
tial approval would not be neces- | 
sary. 

Decision of the senate last night 
to lay aside the treaty came after 
two attempts to ratify it with the 
foreign relations committee’s res- 
ervations attached, and one attempt 
to adopt it without reservations of 
any sort all had failed. The first 
vote on the treaty with reserva- 
tions attached showed 39 for and 
55 against. The second, which 
came several hours later, showed 
41 for and 51 against. The vote on 
straight ratification recorded only 
38 for and 53 against. 

Although not changing technically 
the existing status of relations be- 
tween the United States and Ger- 
many, the senate’'s failure.to ratify 
the peace treaty at its special ses- 
sion is expected by administration 
officials and diplomats to have an 
indirect result of some importance 
on the steps now being taken to 
restore the world to a peace basis. 


To Hasten Move at Paris. 


One of the first consequences, ac- 
cording to the view taken here, is 


| likely to be the hastening of the 


negotiations in Paris, including 
promulgation of. the proces verbale, 
which will restore full commercial 
and diplomatic relations between 
Germany and the powers which have 
ratified the treaty. Paris dispatches 
have said this step was waiting, for 
one thing, on the action of the sen- 
ate, but it is thought there will be 
no further delay now for that rea- 
son. 

The new congress will meet on 
December 1, but not even the most 
ardent supporters of the treaty be- 
lieve it would be possible to take 
it up again at the outset of the next 
session. The Christmas recess was 
expected to intervene before much 
could be accomplished, with the re- 
sult that a clear field for treaty 
consideration would not be opened 
before January at the earliest. ' 

Once the other great powers have 
gone ahead with their establish- 
ment of full trade and diplomatic 
relations with Germany officials say 
new arrangements will have to be 
made by the United States to fit into 
the commercial scheme thus cre- 
ated, whatever trade the United 
States has with the central powers. 

At present the war arrangement 
by which Spain {is taking care of 
American interests in Germany con- 
tinues in force, and that is not ex- 
pected to be disturbed. The ration- 
ing of supplies of various sorts to 
Germany must begin under the 
treaty terms, however, and the pow- 
erful reparations commission will 
be set up to determine all the de. 
tails of Germany’s commercial in- 
tercourse with other nations. 


U. S. Not Represented. 


Om this commission the United 
States will have no representation, 
though it is hoped to work out a 
plan by which this country can keep 
in close touch with the body’s work 
in order to protect American inter- 
ests. The administration officials 
were not prepared today to predict 
just what form this unofficial con- 
nection would take nor to outline 
just what could be accomplished by 
such a connection. 

The state department is emphatic 
in its stand that no American con- 
suls can be sent into Germany until 
peace has heen definitely established 
between the United States and that 
country and they declare only an 
imperfect trade relation can be 
built up. without the consular of- 
ficers in charge of the legal end of 
international trade. 

A contrary view is held, however, 
by some of the senators who op- 
posed ratification of the treaty. 
Notable in that connection is the 
stand taken by Senator Knox, re- 
publican, Pennsylvania, a former 
secretary of state, who holds that by 
the language of the treaty full com- 
mercial and diplomatic intercourse 
can be resumed with Germany by 
all of her late enemies as soon as 
the proces verbale is exchanged. 

Various other senators have taken 
a similar view, and Senator Fall, 
republican, New Mexico, has de- 
clared repeatedly in the senate ...at 
the United States already is trading 
with Germany in the full sense of 
the term and that American con- 
sular agents could be _ installed 
ee ‘overstepping international] 
aw. 


U. S. Trade With Germany. 

There seems little prospect, how- 
ever, that the state department will 
accept such a construction and of- 
| ficlals there say American tride will 
have to accommodate itself to the 
facilities of the Spanish agents in 
Germany until a state of peace has 
been defined directly between that 
country and the United States. - 

As a matter of fact, the lack of 
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With the president’s authoriza- 
tion of blanket licenses under the 
trading with the enemy act last 
July, commercial intercourse with 
Germany practically was freed from 
legal restrictions and it continues 
in that situation. There are Some 
prohibited articles, such as drugs, 
chemicals and dyestuffs, but the 
bars are down to most of the ordi- 
nary articles of commerce. 

The senate’s failure to act left 
on the hands of the administration 
a big collection of knotty prob- 
lems, chief among which is the 
question of property rights in the 
German ships and other property of 
enemy aliens seized by the govern- 
ment in this country. The state de- 
partment experts say there is no 
legal sanction for retention of this 
property unless the treaty, which 
contains a provision legalizing it, 
is ratified. - 

U. 8S. Interests in Germany. 

As a corollary to this problem 
stands the question of what.is to 
become of the vast American inter- 
ests in Germany, especially if the 
technical state of war is to con- 
tinue and no American consuls or 
diplomatic representatives are to be 
sent to take up the subject di- 
rectly. 

In these property questions is 
understood to lie one of the chief 
objections of the administration 
to the plan of republican leaders to 
declare the state of war ended by 
a resolution of congress. Without 
the treaty provisions, officials say, 
a state of peace would leave this 
country in an awkward position’ 
when it came to establish its title 
to the German ships and the other 
German interests taken over and in 
many cases liquidated by the alien 
property custodian. 

There is every evidence, however, 
that the republican leaders in con- 
gress, anxious to get the country 
to an actual peace basis s0 that the 
many war-time legislative provi- 
sions may be erased and a more 
normal legal foundation placed 
under the country’s trade, are going 
ahead with their plan of deciaring 
peace by resolution as soon as the 
new congress meets. 


A resolution making such a dec- 
laration was introduced last night 
by Republican Leader Lodge, aiter 
three attempts to ratify the treaty 
had failed. Not only is it expected 
to start another bitter fight in the 
new session, reviving many issues 
of the peace treaty controversy, but 
if it is passed the constitutional au- 
thority of congress to take such a 
step is sure to be questioned. In 
the opinion of some Officials a sit- 
vation will result which only the 
supreme court can untangle. 

Concurrent Resolution. 


As presented by Senator Lodge, 
the peace resolution is a “concur- 
rent” measure of the nature which 
under senate practice for many 
years does not require the signature 
of the president. 

Foremost of all of the domestic 
problems waiting on some sort ot 
peace declaration, is prohibition. 
Hopes have about disappeared for 
an end of the war-time act by sen- 
ate ratification of the treaty in time 
to permit a wet season before the 
constitutional amendment becomes 
effective January 16, With a con- 
stitutional controversy developing 
about a declaration of peace by reso- 
lution, that avenue begins to look 
almost equally inaccessible, 


The hope of the wets therefore 
has been transferred to the supreme 
court, before which proceedings to 
test the validity of the war-time law 
were argued today. 

But liquor is by no means the 
only consideration involved in the 
continuation of a technical state of 
war. Until peace is declared for- 
mally the war-time food control 
powers of the executive are in full 
force and the espionage act oper- 
ates unimpaired. 


Members of congress are mindful 
also that the war legislation au- 
thorizing government operation of 
railroads gave the presijent power, 
if he chose, to hold the railway sys- 
tems until twenty-one months after 
peace shall have been accomplish- 
ed. He has announced, however, 
that he will return the roads on 
January 1. 


U. 8. Troops in Germany. 


It was pointed out that the effect 
of the senate’s failure to act would 
be of a negative character only 
with regard to the American troops 
in oecupied portions of Germany. 
War department officials said it 
would mean no change in the pres- 
ent disposition, which had been 
based entirely on the terms of the 
armistice and which did not depend 
in any respect on the terms of the 
treaty. 

In a military sense, the senate 
delay continues a state of “suspend- 
ed hostilities,” say the war depart- 
ment officials, some of whom are 
turning over in their minds the pos- 
Sibilities of the situation should a 
separate peace wtih Germany be 
necessary. 

During the senate debate, Admin- 
istration Leader Hitchcock declared 
if the treaty failed and a separate 
peace became necessary the United 
States would find it awkward to 
attempt to enact drastic require- 
ments from Germany. 

Among republican senators this 
position has been ridiculed, how- 
ever, and in the war department 
is said gross violation of the armi- 
stice agreement by Germany, such 
as a military movement into one 
of the neutral zones, would be the 
only contingency which would lead 
to a resumption of military effort 
on the part of the United States.

FINAL PACT FATE 
STILL DEPENDS 
ON WILSON ACTION

Washington, November 20.— 
‘Spokesmen of the administration 
agreed today that the treaty of 
peace “is not dead, it's Only sleep- 
ing.” The irreconcilable opponents 
were ready to accept the latter the- 
ory and to do everything within 
their power to permit it to sleep a 
long, long time, undisturbed. The 
“mild reservation” republicans in- 
sisted that only the dawn of a gen- 
uine compromise could arouse it. 

Out -of a conflicting mass of 
“morning-after” discussion of the 
failure of the peace treaty in the 
senate last night, the whole ques- 
tion seemed today to have come 
down simply and solely to this: 

“Will President Wilson consent 
to a compromise on the fundamen- 
tal principles of his association of 
nations for the preservation of 
world peace?’ 

The answer which came from 
those quarters claiming the clear- 
est understanding of the issue, was 
that he cannot do so without repu- 
diating his own basic idea for a 
league of nations, without sacri- 
ficing the language of article 10, 
which he wrote, to bind all nations 
to moral obedience to the decisions 
of a council, an international court. 
supported by the moral and physical 
force of the world’s dominant pow- 
ers. 

Compromise Not So Easy. 

It was easy for senators and ad- 
ministration officials to talk com- 
promise today. It was not s0 simple 
h task for them to outline an ac- 
ceptable basis for such @& compro- 
mise. They talked of differences as 
to words and phrases and expressed 
the view that a common ground 
could be found on which two-thirds 
of the senate could stand for rati- 
fication. To other senators a com- 
promise of ideas, as widely sepa- 
rated as the poles, appeared to be 
essential to any agreement. 

No one believed that a compro- 
mise fs at all possible between the 
president’s ideas and those of the 
extreme nationalists, the disciples 
of isolation—Borah, Knox, Reed, 
Poindexter and Hiram Johnson, The 
whole idea of the league is unac- 
ceptable to them. 

Wherein then, it was asked, do 
the middle ground republicans and 
the president differ? 

The president wants the United 
States to enter the league on the 
basis. of a moral obligation which 
cannet be carried into effect until 
the gongress of the United States 
accepts and approves. He is will- 
ing have the decision of the 
leagup’s council be regarded as ad- 
vice congress, because he is sure 
in his own mind that whenever the 
great nations of the world are 
able to reach a unanimous decision 
on the merits of any controversy, 
the American people will be found 
supporting that verdict, 

The middle ground republicans, 
represented by Senator Lodge, and 
the “mild reservation” republicans, 
headed by Senator Lenroot, do not 
want the United States to assume 
any obligation whatever unless 
congress elects to do so. 

President Wilson’s Idea. 

The president’s idea would be to 
have the American member of thé 
league participate in the decisions 
of the council and,to bring back 
Such decisions to congress for its 
approval. ‘The republicans do not 
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want that because they hold that 
the mere participation of dianaiea| 
in such controversies would impose 
a moral obligation before congress 
received the question for its de- 
cision. The president would have 
the American delegates act an’ 
then report to congress in an ad- 
visory capacity; the republicans 
would not permit him to take any 
action until instructed to do so by 
congress. 

These are the conflicting views 
which must be brought together be- 
fore there can be ratification of the 
treaty. All elements in the fight 
were in agreement today that the 
issue has not been disposed of. Even 


the “bitter-enders” said their vic- 
tory was only temporary. 

if there was one thing more 
than any other causing deep regret 
among leaders, who regard the 
country’s foreign relations as big- 
ger than domestic politics, it was 
the very obvious trend of the whole 
discussion into political lines. And 
nowhere was this more pronounced 
than in quarters which usually de- 
rive their inspiration from the 
white house, 

The president was represented as 
having lost none of his optimism 
over the ultimate outcome of the 
fight. He was held to believe that 
the republican senators will return 
to Washington after their brief so- 
journs among their constituents in 
a far more conciliatory mood than 
when they rode over the democrats 
in the senate last night. 

There was no formal comment 
from the white house today, but 
Senator Hitchcock in a prepared 
Statement was strong in his belief 
that a compromise is attainable and 
that the treaty will be ratified. 

Lodge Reservation as Basis. 

Senator Lodge declared that if the 
president saw fit he eould re-sub- 
mit the treaty, but that if he did 
so the instrument “would have ex- 
actly the same status as when it 
was submitted on July 10.” 

Senator Lenroot, voicing the sen- 
timents of the “mild reservation- 
ists,” said the senate “will start in 
with the Lodge reservations as a 
basis for a compromise.” 

“There is no possibility of a com- 
promise on the substance of the ar- 
ticle X reservation,’ Senator Len- 
root added. “The trety will be reé- 
ferred to the committee of foreign 
relations and in my judgment it 
will stay there until a compromise 
program of  resrvations, acceptable 
to two-thirds of the senate, can be 
agreed upon. It will not be brought 
out to be fought all over again 
on the floor and it is not likely that 
it will be brought out under any 
conditions until after hte railroad 
bill 1s disposed of. That will take 
at least a month.” 

There were several “mild reserva- 
tionists’” who believed today that 
if the administration had agreed 
last nigth to accept the Article X 
reservation and consented to accept 
the Lodge program except for a 
change in the preamble, the treaty 
would have been ratified. 

It is recognized that the “bitter 
enders” will do everything possi- 
ble to Keep the treaty in the com- 
mittee on foreign relations. They 
will try to have it buried on the 
pretense that can be devised, 
including a demand that it 
shall not be acted upon  un- 
til the president has submitted all 
of the information in his possession 
as to the manner of its preparation. 
Their efforts will avail nothing, 
however, if the mild reservationiSts 
and the democrats are able to agrée 
upon a program. of ratification, 
since a majority vote of the senate 
can take any matter from a com- 
mittee, 

Technical State of War. 

In the meantime the technical 
state of war between the United 
States and Germany will continue, 
There was considerable debate toduy 
over the legality of a cuncurrent 
resolution as a method of terminat- 
ing the war, since such &@ Inecasuré 
would not require the signature of 
the president. It was stated that 
there is no precedent for sucn an 
action, but tnat some years ago 
there was an opinion by the then 
attorney general of the United 
States to the effect that congress 
could declare war without the 
proval of the president. Jif that be 
true, it was contended, the con- 
verge must be true and congress 
may end a war wtihout the approv- 
al of the president. Senator Knox 
and other authorities on constitu- 
tional matters hold this. view. 

Senator Lenroot made it clear that 
a compromise over ratification of 
the treaty could be reached in short 
order if there were no greater bar- 
rier than agreement upon the words 
“unless” and “until” in the. Lodge 
and one of the Hitchcock article ten 
reservations. But it develops that 
Senator Hitchcock offered that res- 
ervation, so much like the Lodge 
text, merely as a decoy and that he 
is now ready to. talk compromise, 
with it as a basis. -It is likely that 
he may do so in the end, but just 
now he continues to ufge a reser- 
vation stating the recommendation 
of the league council may be con- 
sidered ag only advice to congress. 


Statement by Hitcheock. 


“TI do not agree with the propo- 
sition that the treaty is dead,” said 
Senator Hitchcock today. “To my 
mind the senate is now in a dead- 
lock over the treaty. It voted on 
three distinet propositions of ratifi- 
cation. 

“1. It voted on the Lodge resolu- 
tion of ratification. Thirty-nine 
votes were cast for it and 56 votes | 
against it. Later, on reconsider- 
ation, the same resolution received 
41 votes to 51: votes against it. 

“2. It voted on the resolution of 
ratification containing five moder- 
ate reservations presented by me. 
Forty-one senators voted for: that 
resolution .and 50 senators voted 
against it. 

“3. It voted on a resolution of 
unqualified ratification presented 
by Senator Underwood. Thirty- 
eight senators voted for it and 58 
senators voted against it. 

“Thus the. séntiment-of the sen- 
ate was sounded on three distinct 
propositions, no one of which could 
secure a majority vote, whereas a 
two-thirds majority is necessary. 

“Scanning these votes, however, 
and taking into account senators 
who were paired, it appears that 
only 15 senators voted against rat- 
ification in every form, Fourteen 
of these were republicans; one was 
@ democrat. On the other hand, 80 
senators voted for ratification of the 
treaty tn some form. ’ 


Compromise Is Possible. 


“In my opinion, if the president 
sends the treaty back to the sen- 
ate in December it will be possi- 
ble out of the 80 senators who vot- 
ed for ratification in some form to 
find 64 senators who’ will agree 
upon a compromise, By that time, 
also, Secretary of Treasury Glass. 
will have taken his Beat as a sena- 
tor, so we will have 81 senators who 
favor ratification of the treaty in 
some form or another.

Despite Action of United 
States . Senate, the Al- 
lied Council Will Take 
Steps to Put Pact Into 
Effect. 


Paris, November 20.—While the 
supreme council did not positively 
decide today to put the peace treaty 
with Germany into effect on Decem- 
ber 1 its members agreed it would 
be desirable to do so. An effort will 
be made to have all prepartions for 
enforcement of the treaty completed 
by that date and it probably will be 
put into effect very early in Decem- 
ber, regardless of the failure of the 
United States to ratify the treaty. 

U. S. Delegates Hopeful. 

The American delegates declare 
themselves still hopeful that a com- 
promise will be arranged in the sen- 
ate, but the French and British 
peace delegates are apparently less 
optimistic and inclined to prepare to 
carry out the treaty without Amer- 
ican co-operation. Suggestions that 
another treaty more to thd ‘liking 
of European allies be negotiated ap- 
parently are not seriously taken. 

The adjournment of the Unit- 
ed States senate for the ses- 
sion without ratification of the 
peace treaty created much surprise

“The situation is unchanged,” said 
a member of the committee last 
night, “except that there has been 
a slight increase in the production 
reported in the southern region to- 
day. That, however, is slight, 
amounting to but three or four per 
cent, and we are drawing nearer 
every day to drastic regulations 
that will be required to conserve 
the fuel supply for the nation un- 
less the-miners return to work.” 

It was learned last night that the 
coal situation in Atlanta with ref- 
erence to domestic fuel is getting 
close to the famine point, and it was 
Stated that several of the large cun- 
cerns have begun to shut down on 
orders. The domestic supply will 
have to be conserved with the ut- 
most care, i¢ is believed in order to 
provide fuel’ for those who will be 
in desperatetneed should the strike 
continue for*any length of time.

Enforce Dry Law. 


The convention took a vigorous 
stand for the enforgément of the 
prohibition law and made a tele- 
graphic request of the commissigne: 
of internal revenue to appoint no 
one to the task of enforcing the 
law who is not in full sympathy 
with prohibition. 

As an amendment to the social 
service report, which was adopted, 
Pope Brown introduced a resolution 
that it is the sense of this conven- 
tion that having fought so long 
against liquor it would be folly to 
appoint a man to enforce the dry 
law who has opposed the dry law. 
The resolution urged the commis- 
sioner of internal revenue to ap- 
point no man as an officer in the 
enforcement-of the dry law who is 
not in full sympathy with it. 

“The wet man has come forward 
seeking to enforce the dry law,” he 
said, in speaking on the resolution. 
“Weare too quick to* forgive and 
forget. I am in favor of forgiving 
and forgetting, but not so soon. The 
wet man forgets his oaths and 
makes the law inoperative. 

“We are democratic people and 
when any measure is put on the 
statute book it becomes a law and 
it is the duty of every citizen to 
enforce it, otherwise he is an anar- 
chist. He has a right to oppose 
the .law before it is enacted but 
not afterward.” 


Daniel Speaks. 


Rev. C. W. Danijel, 
spoke on the same resolution and 
told of an Atlanta meeting of the 
Anti-Saloon league where the de- 
termination was made to make the 
world bone dry. He said that it 
was the pledge of Georgia Baptists 
to do their best to make the world 
bone dry. To make it so, he said, 
the Anti-Saloon league hopes to 
obtain adequate punishment for 
violators of the prohibition law. 
He urged that the governor of 
Georgia be requested to appoint a 
commission to see to it that the law 
is enforced. 


Congressman W. D. Upshaw, who 
said that he helped to put the nails 
in John Barleycorn’s coffin, said 
that those who fought the law de- 
clared that it was too drastic. He 
replied that there was not a single 
drastic feature that would touch a 
law-abiding citizen. He flayed the 
man,.who would send off and obtain 
liquor for Christmas, and declared 
that the man who would celebrate 
the anniversary of the birth — of 
Ghrist in such manner had no place 
in the world. ‘

Peril te Free Nations. 

“On the other hand,” he contin- 
ued, “when the war results in the 
subjugation of the enemy and it is 
mo longer necessary for an army 
and navy the war power ends be- 
cause the exigency no longer ex- 
ists.” He said the deadliest peril of 
a free nation is the tendency to en- 
croach upon the powers of the con- 
stitution. Pointing to the frequent 
statements of the president that the 
emergency had ended, he said these 
were supported by the fact that the 
enemy had been disarmed, his ships 
sunk and our own army dGemobil- 
ized while the government was sell- 
ing the food it had been conserving 
to supply its war forces. 

“This is not a question about the 
technical ending of the war, but it 
is a question of when the exigency 
P ses,” declared the former New 
o senator.

While the situation in the Kana- 
wha coal fields is gradually im- 
proving, the New river mining dis- 
trict is being swept by a new strike 
of miners begun yesterday, accord- 
ing to reports received here to- 
night by both operators and offi- 
cials of the United Mine Workers. 

Ninety-five per cent of the mines 
are operating in the Kanawha 
fields, according to a statement is- 
sued by the Kanawha Coal Opera- 
tors’ association, The working force 
at these mines, it was said, was 
about 60 per cent of normal. 

Conflicting reports as to the scope 
of the new strike in the New river 
district have been received here. Of- 
ficials of the United Mine Workers 
at Bleckley, the district headquar- 
ters of the union, claimed that the 
Strike in the New river field is 
spreading. On the other hand the 
operators refused to confirm or deny 
the Strike reports, but asserted that 
the mines were operating at about 
85 per cent of their normal ca- 
pacity. 

“We cannot keep the men at work 
after they have been notified by 
the mine superintendents that the 
check-off system has been abolish- 
ed and the union contract termi- 
nated,’ Said E. Stafford, a union 
‘Official. He explained that the op- 
erators had never officially noti- 
fied the miners’ unions of their new 
policy. 

STRIGE ENJOINED 
IN COLORADO. 

Denver, Colo., November 20.—A re- 
Straining order preventing the 
Strike called for tomorrow morning 
of Colorado coal-miners was issued 
here tonight by District Judge 
Frank J. Morley, George O. John- 
son, district president: H. C. Stew-

Strike into effect. — 

The order was issued at the re- 
quest of Victor L. Keyes, state at- 
torney general, just before 6 o’clock, 
Within five days the attorney gen- 
eral will ask for a temporary in- 
junction, he announced. The state 
industrial commission law, requiring 
thirty days’ notice of a strike, was 
the basis for the request of the at- 
torney general. 

The strike was called because of 
alleged discrimination by the Colo- 
rado Fuel and Iron company aganist 
union miners who sought to return 
to work following the action of 
miners’ officials in Indianapolis in 
calling off the nation-wide strike. 
Seven o’clock tomorrow morning 
was the time set for the strike and 
orders to this effect were mailed 
today, according to President John- 
son, whose headquarters are at 
Pueblo. The strike order directed 
that all men employed in mines not 
ot alia union contracts should walk} 
out. 

,Opertors aserted today that .the, 
miners would not obey the stwke 
order of their officials. Reports 
from the southern coal fields indi- 
cated that there apparently was no 
preparation on the part of union 
leaders for a strike. , 


GOVERNORS ASKED 
TO CONFERENCE. 

Des Moines, Iowa, November 20.— 
Governor W. L. Harding sent mes- 
Sages today to governors of other 
coal producing states, suggesting a 
conference at which the question of 
concerted action toward resumption 
of mining under state control be 
discussed. 

While the governor was preparing 
his message to the officials of other 
states, reports received here indi- 
«ated the limited supply of fuel in 
the states was diminishing rapidly. 

In Des Moines decision was reach- 
ed to close the schools again tomor- 
row for an indefinite period. All 
unnecessary street lights will be 
out tonight. An order cutting off 
electric power from non-essential 
industries was under consideration. 

Governor Harding’s telegram 
read: 

“Coal famine is mighty serious in 
Iowa. Must in some way get mines 
producing coal at an early date. Can 
take charge of mines under martial 
law. Only way to produce coal is 
to have miners go back to work. 
Suggest governors of coal producing 
states take charge of mines under 
whatever power or plan they have 
at their disposal, pay a wage to 
miners, during pending negotiations 
in Washington. on same scale plus 
sixty per cent increase. 

“Tf states work in unison in this 
plan it will reiieve situation with- 
out disturbing the status or rights 
of either miners or operators. Can, 
or will, you do this? Am wiring 
governors of coal producing states. 
Think miners will produce coal 
under such plan.” 


STEEL PLANTS 
SHORT OF COAL. 
Pittsburg. Pa., November 20.— 
Steel manufacturers today, the first 
time since the coal strike was call- 
ed, expressed concern over the im- 
mediate future of the steel trade if 
the mines in this district were not 

soon reopened. 93 

“We have been drawing upon re- 
serve supplies,” said the represen- | 
tative of one important independent 
steel company, “and they are not go- 
ing to last, forever. The enormous 
consumption of coal for coke, under 
boilers and-in the furnaces, not to 
speak of the amount used by the 
steel hauling railroad lines, pre- 
cludes the possibility of storing sup- 
plies for a long period.” 


OPERATORS SIGN 
NEW CONTRACTS. 

Knoxville, Tenn. November 20.— 
The United Mine workers district 
19, with headquarters at Jellico, this 
afternoon announced that new con- 
tracts have been signed with op- 
erators of three mines in the Pine- 
ville, Ky., section and that nego- 
tiations are under way for new con- 
tracts with one company operating 
at Wofford and another at Williams- 
burg, Ky. It was said by union 
organizers that approximately 866 
men were affected by the contracts 
signed and that an additional 25f 
would be enrolled if pending nego- 
tiations with the two other compa- 
nies carry through. 

Operators deny this indicates a 
break in their ranks and say union 
estimates are far too high. 

The situation in the field re- 
mains unchanged in the main, how- 
ever, and little hope of a general re- 
sumption of coal atgging is held 
out by the operators until the 
Washington conference ends. 

The one-ton--to-a-customer order 
of the regional coal committee was 
put into effect in the retail yards 
here today but will have little ef- 
fect, as the majority of people last 
summer put away their winter sup- 
ply of coal. There is little danger 
of industry being forced to suspend 
in this section or that railroads will 
suffer as railroads have first call on 
what coal is produced.

AT VLADIVOSTOK 


Kolchak Forces in Com- 
plete Control, After 
Fierce Fighting — Exe- 
cution of Prisoners Un- 
der Way. 


Viadivostok, November 20.—(By 
the Associated Press.)—The revolu- 
tionary movement against the Kol- 
chak government which was started 
Monday morning by the social revo- 
lutionist zemstvo group in Viadivo- 
stok under the military leadership 
of General Gaida, former commander 
of the Czecho-Slovak forces on the 
Siberian front, was put down by the 
government forces. General Gaida, 
who had been wounded, was cape 
tured. 

The government forces shortly be- 


fore noon today were in complete 
centrol of the city. In an attack at 
dawn they administered final defeat 
to the revolutionary party, captur- 
ing the railroad station, where the 
rebels had made their last stand. 


Some of the prisoners taken by the 
government troops already have 
been executed. 

Shortly after midnight the. gov- 
ernment troops moved two 3-inch 
field guns into position at the 
Svetlandskala bridge, by which this 


main thoroughfare of the city 
crosses the Siberian railroad. The 
bridge is only 600 yards north of 
the station, the strongest position of 
the rebels. A little later troops re- 
inforced by 100 cadets from the 
naval training school proceeded to 
the business center of the city, 


t the bridge. 

Before the battle opened interna- 
tional policemen and three Ameri- 
can soldiers gained entrance to the 
railway station, from which they 
took two Russian women who had 
been marooned there since the fight- 
ing started. At 1 o’clock there was 
a burst of machine- gun fire against 
rebels holding the railway yards 
and gunboats started to drop shells 
on the station. 


Fired American Barracks. 


Some of the shells set fire to the 
barracks of the American replace- 
ment battalion. While government 
officials expressed the belief there 
would be little resistance by the 
rebels, the latter seemed to be in 
control of the railroad yards, al- 
though exposed to artillery fire 
from the high ground about the 
city. 

Fire was opened at 4 o’clock on 
the station from field guns station- 
ed at the bridge, which had a clear 
field of fire.

Admiral Rodgers, were lying in the 
harbor. The allied military coun- 


| cil went into session just as the 
‘fighting started near the railway 


station, all of them, including’ the 
Czechs, being neutral. 

Hoisted on top of General Gaida’s 
train near the station was a green 
and white flag. the colors of the 
Siberian assembly, which was dis- 
solved by Admiral Kolchak. On the 
banner was inscribed the words, 
“For a constituent assembly.” 


Opposition te Kolchak. 

After the proclamation of the 
revolutionaries yesterday morning 
in which they announced their oppo- 
sitien to Kolchak, a semblance of 
a ministry was formed on General 
Gaida’s train, Ivan Alexandrovitch 
Yakuahiff being named president. 

General Gaida, a Czech, who com- 
manded the Ural army of the Omsk 
government until his recent resig- 
nation, was named commander-in-~- 
chief of the new government’s mili- 
tary forces. Two hours after the 
proclamation had been issued by 
the revolutionists he said that a 
coup d’etat would be effected with- 
out bloodshed; that he had _ 2,000 
men opposing 1,500 government 
troops, and that soldiers in the 
government army were deserting 
rapidly and taking the oath of 
fealty to the new regime, being in- 
stalled in its military forces. 

After the fight at the station 
started he sent a note toe the com- 
mander of the Czech forces in the 
Far Fast declaring the troops of 
the new government had not start- 
ed the firing. Announcement was 
made by the allied military council 
at 6 o’clock last night it had decid- 
ed the allies should not interfere in 
the movement, which was consid- 
ered political in character. Prep- 
erty of Russians and allied . sub- 
jects was protected last night by 
American, Japanese, French, Ital- 
ian, Serbian, Lettish and Russian 
soldiers forming the international 
police force. All approaches to the 
railway station were under heavy 
guard. 

Three Drives at Station. 

After three raids against the 
railroad station, General Gaida’s 
troops occupied the building and 
he established headquarters there 
at about 5 p. m. The losses in this 


‘fighting were six dead and.twenty 


wounded on the Gaida side. The 
losses to the government troops 
were not announced. It is estimated 
100 civilians were victims of the 
firing, some being killed. The Amer- 
ican Red Cross is caring for fifty- 
eight wounded. 

A British Red Cross officer was 
killed at the station plaza. T. W. 
Rowland, of rmosa Beach, Cal., 
a sailmaker’s mate on the New Or- 
leans, was hit by a bullet and is 
not expected to live. At night the 
government troops held the town, 
with the exception of the station. 
The fighting yesterday afternoon 
was continued through, a_ rain- 
storm. : 

During the station fight, Russiah 
gunboats bombarded the _ railroad 
yards, their objective evidently be- 
ing Gaida’s train. By 11 p. m, there 
was only desultory rifle firing south 
of the station. The warships ply- 
ing their searchlights on the city 
aided the allied patrols in’ their 
work. 

Communication by railway with 
Viadivostok has been suspended. It

Flat Order Is Denied. 
Washington, November 20.—Offi- 
cials of the surgeon general's de- 
partment of the army said tonight 
that no flat order had been issued 
for discharge of soldier patients 
after one year’s treatment at hos- 
pitals, but that instructions had 
been sent to hospital heads to dis- 
charge patients whose further re- 
tention appeared to show no bene- 
ficial effect. 

The order stipulated that “any 
patient who after one year’s treat- 
ment has, in, the judgment of the 
medical authorities, obtained the 
maximum amount of recovery, shall 
be discharged.” 

It was explained by a member of 
the surgeon general’s staff that the 
government never intended for a 
moment to throw soldier patients 
out or deprive them of medical at- 
tention, but that other means would 
be taken to give them every neces- 
Sary attention and aid. In the case 
of tubercular patients it was said 
allotments were expected to cover 
the expense of treatment. The gen- 
eral purpose of the order, it was 
said, was to leave the hospitals free 
to take care of the sick, while the 
war risk and other institutions 
could provide for patients no long- 
ed - actual need of hospital treat-

The Danger of Being Alive. ao). 
Eggs. 

Sooner or later, whenever I un- 
dertake to discuss the danger of be- 
ing alive from the viewpoint of 
health or hygiene, the subject of 
eggs strongly suggests itself to me. 
I have been many times struck for- 


cibly and for the moment thorough- 
ly imbued with eggs as an admir- 
able article of food too often pros- 
tituted to wasteful abuse. One pc- 
casionally still hears of persons so 
unsophisticated as to use eggs for 
shampooing the hair. 

Popular Fallacy No. 
eggs afford greater nourishment, 
strength oor digestibility fom in- 
valids than do cooked eggs. This is 
an error. The raw albumin of eggs 
is not completely digestible by 
man: it contains a ferment whic 
interferes with the pepsin fermen 
in the stomach. Therefore a portion 
of the raw white is passed through 
the intestine undigested—and this 
accounts for the diarrh some- 
times produced when raw gags are 
taken freely for a iderable 
period. An egg cooked, in what- 
ever manner or derree the invalid 


1 is that raw 


digested, more nourishing, more 
strengthening thananegg raw. The 
only reason why raw eges are some- 
times prescribed is that one without 
appetite may swallow many raw 
exes in fluid form as so much medi-+- 
cine, and of course thereby obtain 
nourishment otherwise lacking. 
However, there is always ,some 
waste when an egg is taken raw. 

P. F. No. 2 is that a soft boiled 
or poached egg is easier to digest 
than a hard boiled or fried cor 
scrambled egg. If you gulp your 
eres it is. If you eat them it is” 
not. A very hard boiled egg grated 
fine or well chewed is more quickly 
and ensily digested than a very 
soft boiled eee which cer't he mas- 
ticated. In the process of dig’ « ‘on 
the egeg is coagulated or curdied 
anyway, and boiling coagulates the 
ergs albumin for your stomach. A 
fried ege, masticated properly, is 
just as digestible as a hard boiled 
or soft boiled or poached egg. Like- 

ise with eggs scrambled. If I 
know anything whatever ahout 
nhvsiology, dietietics, metabolism 
4nd errs. T can assure the reader 
that he mav take his eggs in what- 
ever way he prefers,, for they are. 
readily assimilated in most any 
form except when served on a boiled + 
shirt. 

Eggs are meat as surely as: beef- 
steak is. Sometimes the protein of

Since the opeging of tne army re- 
cruiting station in the Transporta- 
tion building last February, more 
than 140,000 men have been recruit- 
ed for various branches of the army. 
At the present time the Atlanta sta- 
tion is iourth in the country in pro- 
portion of enlistments, according to 
Colonel Bailey, in charge of the 
station. 

Two new regulations recently re- 
ceived have helped to boost the rec- 
ord.. One is that any enlisted man 
between 19 and 22, who has served 
one year in the army, is eligible 
to compete for appointment to West 
Point. Illiterate foreigners have 
been permitted to enlist in the army 
to be sent to Camp Upton, New 
York, where they are being taught 
the rudiments of education, and 
Colonel Bailey was instrumental in 
securing the same privilege for illit- 
erate native-born Americans, who 
have not had the privilege of educa- 
tion. These men are reguiar army 
men, subject to the same conditions, 
but in addition to three hours 
military drill each day, they are be« 
ing given three hours of school 
work, It is the belief of the colone!

Washington, November 20.—Presi- 
dent Wilson will call a special con- 
ference in a few days to review the 
farm life situation in the United 
States. 

A united effort to stabilise and 
advance farm and other rural rela- 
tions is to be the purpose in view. 
There is said to be a growing: need 
for such a conference making itself 
felt in practically every state, and the 
country, it is declared, is being held 


back twenty years in Its develop- 
ment by the lack of national rural 
co-operation and understanding. 

It is not generally realized in the 
cities, holding such a large percent- 
age of the national population, how 
far the municipal or civic mode of 
living has advanced beyond the ru- 
ral in matters of entertainment, ed- 
ucation, co-operation and all other 
fundamental influences on cheerful 
existence. The systematic educa- 
cation of the city child leaves him 
in a position to far outstrip the boy 
or girl raised under school systems 
that in some rural sections are far 
from modernized. 


Movies Help. 
Movies and automatic music con- 
tributing greatly to the simple 


comfort of many both in the cities 
and in rural districts are not acces- 
sible to many other sections under 
present relations. 

In the minds of the president. and 
Secretary Houston of the agricultur- 
al department the time has come 
for a stock taking of our rural life 
and the rural development situation. 
The president proposes a fresh 
broad survey-of rural life, of its spe- 
cial problems, and of its relation- 
Ships and possibly the creation of a 
permanent or temporary commission 
to insure a uniform rural develop- 
ment over the entire country. He 
would provide a comprehensive, but 
practical program for the guidance 
of the various agencies that have 
to do with the development of farm 
life and farm industry.

Considerable Important 
Legislation Passed, De- 
spite Time Given to Con- 
sideration of the Peace 
Treaty. 


Washington, November 20.—While 
consideration of the treaty of Ver- 
sailles was the outstanding event 
of the first session of the sixty- 
sixth congress—the first in six 
years in which republicans have 
controlled both branches—consider- 
able important legislation was 
completed and many other measures 
prepared for disposal when the 
regular meeting begins December l. 

The session closing today was an 
extraordinary one convened May 19 
under a call cabled from Paris May 7 
by President Wilson to consider 
primarily the appropriation bills 
which failed at the session ending 
last March 2.

Treaty. Bloc':-ed Much Legislation. 


Numerous minor bills and resolu- 
tions also were enacted, but no at- 
tempt was made to pass over the 
president’s veto the Cummings bill 
to restore the pre-war rate-making 
powers of the interstate commerce 
commission. 

The German treaty so engrossed 
Senate attention that it shut off 
consideration of much legislation. 
Senate discussion of the treaty be- 
gan May 23, but the document it- 
self was not submitted by Presi- 
dent Wilson until July 10. ¢ “ft. 
tee hearings and consideration re- 
quired two months, the report with 
fourteen reservations being made to 
the senate September 10. 

Deliherations on the treaty evoked 
one of the most bitter and  pro- 
longed contests between congress 
and the president in American his- 
tory, With the controversy centered 
largely about the league of nations 
covenant. 

The Wrench treaty, providing at 
‘American guarantee to assist 
France in the event of unprovoked

German aggression, was submitt-d 
to the senate by the 

29, after demands from senate re- 
ublicans, but still remains/ in the 
oreign relations committee. 

Another treaty, the Panama canal 
settlement with Colombia proposing 
payment of $25,000,000 by the Unit- 
ed States, also remains in the com- 
mittee. It was reported to the sen- 
ate but later withdrawn because of 
Colombian decrees regarded as in- 
imical to American interests. 

Several important . legislative 
measures went over for final action 
at the regular session. The oil, 
coal, gas and phosphate land-leas- 
ing bill was passed by both bodies 
and remains in conference, as does 
the Edge bill authorizing organiza- 
tion of corporations to help finance 
American export trade. 

The Esch railroad bill passed the 
house and will be taken up with 
the senate interstate commerce 
committee’s bill at the December 
session. The house also passed and 
sent to the senate bills providing 
for development of wmaterpower 
projects, for establishment of a fed- 
eral budget system, and providing a 
permanent government shipping 
policy. 

Numerous Investigations. 


There were numerous investiga- 
tions during the extra session. Be- 
sides the house inquiries into avia 
tion, ordnance, contracts and other 
war department activities, the sen- 
ate investigated the steel strike, 
Mexican situation, the coal situa- 
tion and other matters. It also au- 
thorized investigation of the print 
“nw situation. 

reliminary steps looking to re- 
ision of tariff and internal revenue 
aws also were taken, with general 
revision planned@ during the regular 
session. 

The effort to repeal war taxes on 
soft drinks and other luxuries 
failed. : - 

Permanent army legislation was 
advanced both by the senate and 
house military committees, which 
completed hearings on peace-time 
army proposals and are prepared to 
present bills in the new _ session 
providing for a permanent army of 
about 300,000 men as compared with 
the war department’s request for 
500,000. 

Bills to increase pay of the navy 
personnel also are in readiness. 

Controversies during the « extra 
session resulted from opposition to 
senate confirmation of, Attorney 
General Palmer and Comptroller of 
Currency John Skelton Williams. 
The former was confirmed, but the 
latter’s nomination still is pending. 

The house refused to seat  Rep- 
resentative-elect Victor Berger, so- 
cialist, of Milwaukee, because of his 
attitude during the war, and ousted 
John F. Fitzgerald, democrat, Mas- 
sachusetts, whose election was con- 
tested by Peter Teague, of Boston. 


U.S. ARMY STORES

MAIL DELIVERIES

Washington, November 20.—Army 
quartermaster retail stores will de- 


cline to accept after December 10 
any orders for goods carried in 
stock by them which calls for de- 
livery by parcel post, according to 
instructions issued to the superin- 
tendents of 25 army retail] stores by 
the quartermaster general today. 
This action is taken to relieve the 
mails which are usually congested 
during the Christmas holidays and 
of the additional burden entailed by 
transportation for the stocks sold 
by the army stores on mail orders. 

Persons contemplating making 
purchases in the retail stores which 
must be delivered by parcel] post 
are requested to place their orders 
with the retail store in the district 
in which they reside before Decem- 
ber 10. The parcel post orders 
must be actualy on file with a 
Store prior to that date to receive 
consideration. 

The army ret@éil stores will con- 
tinue to accept bulk orders placed 
by municipalities, municipal selling 
azéncies and community buying as- 
sociations for commodities offered 
for sale through these stores. Such 
orders are delivered by freight. A 
di¢teount of 10 per cent on the entire 
bill of goods ordered in. bulk is al- 
lowed the purchaser, to @over over- 
head expenses entailed in making 
distribution of the commodities so 
purchased. The deliveries of butk 
orders are made freight prepaid 
f.o.b. point of destination.

Union Leader Lawson 
Kidnaped and Deported. 
Governor Roberts Ac- 
cused by Union Sec- 
retary. 


Nashville, Tenn., November 19,—

fice of his attorney, John B. Law- 
son, alleged radical labor organizer 
who led the recent Knoxville street 
car strike, was hurried out of Nash- 
ville late Wednesday with urders not 
to return.
